FACTS ABOUT PSYCHIATRIC LABELING 
AND DRUGGING OF CHILDREN 


In the Diagnostic and Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders there has been an explosion of children’s mental 
disorders that require drugs. This category has rocketed from three such “disorders” in 1952 to 55 in the 
latest edition, which translates to a 1,300% profit increase for the psychiatric-pharmaceutical industry. 


20 million children worldwide are on psychiatric drugs, which have been acknowledged by international drug 
regulatory agencies to cause suicide, hostility, violence, mania and drug dependance, strokes and sudden 
death. 


Psychiatric drugs prescribed to children can potentially cause violent behavior, psychosis, hallucinations, 
strokes, cardiac irregularities, obesity, liver damage, stunted growth, seizures, convulsions, irreversible central 
nervous system damage, life-threatening diabetes and even suicide. 


Since 2000, at least 27 school shootings or other acts of violence were committed by someone taking or 
withdrawing from psychiatric drugs, resulting in 55 killed and 100 wounded. 


The number of children under 2 years old prescribed psychotropic drugs in the US in 2013 alone could fill 
3% football stadiums. 


In many countries, brain and body damaging psychiatric drugs are prescribed to children younger than 5. 


Advertising expenditures for Attention Deficit Hyperactivity Disorder (ADHD) drugs averaged $88 million per 
year from 2000-2011. 


There is a lack of evidence that so-called ADHD drugs improve academic performance, risky behaviors, social 
achievements, etc. 


WHAT CCHR IS DOING ABOUT THIS 


CCHR has been instrumental in the passage of more than 180 laws that protect citizens from psychiatric abuse. These 


laws span many areas: informed consent required for psychiatric “treatment,” with the right to refuse it; prohibition 
of electroshock and other brain-damaging procedures on children; the practice banned of forcing parents to put 
their children on mind-altering drugs as a requisite for their education; the electroshock-drug procedure known as 
“deep sleep treatment” banned because of high death rate; criminal penalties and civil restitution for psychiatric 
abuse secured. 


Free distribution of more than 12 million booklets and information pamphlets, as well as compelling multi-

award winning documentaries in up to 17 languages. These have reached millions of officials, policymakers, 
community groups and concerned citizens around the world as part of CCHR’s public awareness and education 
campaigns. These materials have empowered individuals to challenge oppressive psychiatric policies. Mandatory 
mental health screening in schools has been questioned. Families have secured the release of a child or elderly 
parent from illegal detainment in psychiatric facilities. Federal and state legislatures have been inspired to 
hold hearings investigating such abuses as child drugging and the relationship between violence-inducing 
psychotropic drugs and school and military base shootings. 


R International routinely publishes alerts to law enforcement agencies and healthcare professional 
licensing boards about psychiatric crime and malpractice. Hundreds of psychiatrists and psychologists are 
disciplined or prosecuted each year for crimes including healthcare fraud and sexual abuse of patients. 


With hundreds of chapters in more than 30 countries worldwide, CCHR has relentlessly exposed human 


rights violations in the field of mental health to government officials. One such exposé was psychiatry’s role in 
apartheid in South Africa. Another was psychiatric atrocities committed during WWII in Germany, which the 
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German Psychiatric Association was eventually forced to admit in 2010. It has also exposed the mass drugging 
of the elderly and children in numerous countries, specifically providing reports of abuse to the United Nations 
Committee on the Rights of the Child. 


CCHR has a public interest social media website that provides up-to-the-minute news and commentaries 
about mental health issues. The public has been so misled by the psychiatric/pharmaceutical industry on the 
dangers of psychiatric drugs, that CCHR was compelled to provide an easily searched database on the site 
giving the side effects of drugs, with clearly written information about the adverse effects of psychiatric drugs. 
This database includes hundreds of warnings from international drug regulatory agencies and pharmaceutical 
companies about such drugs.

CCHR has successfully campaigned for transparency regarding conflicts of interest between psychiatrists 
and the pharmaceutical industry. This ensures that consumers are informed about potentially biased or skewed 
research that could otherwise endanger their rights of informed consent, and endanger their very lives. 


CCHR International houses an acclaimed museum at its headquarters in Los Angeles. The Psychiatry: An 
Industry of Death museum authoritatively documents the history of psychiatry’s human rights abuses and its 
harmful influence on society today. Since its opening in December 2005, hundreds of thousands of people 
have toured the museum, including healthcare colleges and schools that have made it a part of the curricula 
for their students. 


GOVERNMENT WARNINGS AGAINST 
PSYCHOTROPIC DRUGS 


Over a five-year period, due to the efforts of CCHR and others, there have been more than 150 government warnings exposing 
the dangers of psychiatric drugs. 


Growing evidence of the dangers of psychiatric drugs has finally begun to spread into the public domain, and drug regulatory 
agencies in the United States, Europe and other nations are being forced to act. 


In 2003, the British Medicines and Healthcare Regulatory Agency (MHRA) recommended antidepressants be prohibited for 
those 18 years and younger because of the risk of suicide from these drugs. 


In 2004, the FDA ordered “black box” labeling for antidepressants to warn that they can cause suicide in children and 
adolescents—shortly after this the warning was increased to age 24. 


Europe, Japan, Australia and Canada also issued similar warnings. 


In 2005, Europe’s Committee for Medicinal Products for Human Use issued the strongest warning that antidepressants can 
cause suicidal behavior, hostility, aggression, anger and mood instability in children and adolescents. Hallucinations, psychotic, 
violent and aggressive behavior and suicide are now FDA acknowledged risks of stimulant drugs. Next, the FDA warned that 
antipsychotic drugs may cause death in the elderly, while for the general public there is a risk of diabetes, 


In 2006, FDA advisory panel and Australian drug regulatory agency documents showed that stimulants could also cause 
strokes, heart attacks and death with the FDA revealing 45 child deaths from antidepressant drugs. 


A HISTORY OF DUBIOUS DRUG APPROVALS 


The admission that a previously profitable “miracle” drug was faulty or harmful is only made when its patent (sole right to 
manufacture) has expired or is about to—and a new drug is being ushered in. Witness these earlier drug claims and how 
they fared: 

1954 ¢ CLAIM: Thorazine was supposed to free patients from institutions and save governments money. FACT: 

Thorazine causes irreversible damage to the nervous system and, together with similar antipsychotic drugs, has killed an 


estimated 100,000 Americans. It also causes heart irregularities, heat stroke, impotence, obesity, blood disorders and 
seizures, 


1955 ¢ CLAIM: Ritalin has long been touted as safe for use on children. FACT: By 1971, Ritalin and other stimulants 
were scheduled in the same abuse category as morphine, cocaine and opium. More potent than cocaine, it causes 
stunted growth, weight loss and psychosis. Suicide is a major complication during withdrawal. It can also cause strokes 
and cardiac arrest. 


1958 ¢ CLAIM: Tricyclic antidepressants were said to be “wonder drugs” for dulling depression and faster acting with 
fewer side effects than earlier drugs. FACT: These antidepressants frequently cause sedation, drowsiness, difficulties in 
thinking, a deadening effect, headaches and weight gain. In children, they can cause partial paralysis of the bladder. 


1987 ¢ CLAIM: The first SSRI' antidepressant (Prozac) was marketed as safe and virtually side-effect free. By 

2004, another nine SSRIs were in use. FACT: These drugs cause anxiety, agitation, insomnia, bizarre dreams, sexual 
dysfunction, confusion, suicidal thoughts, hostility and violent behavior. Suicide is also a serious risk during withdrawal. In 
2009, Germany's Federal Institute for Drugs and Medical Devices added notification to SSRI packaging of increased risk 
of suicidal behavior in adults under 25 years. 


1993 e CLAIM: The new serotonin-norepinephrine reuptake inhibitor (SNRI) had fewer adverse effects and were more 
effective and better tolerated than SSRIs. Effexor (venlafaxine) was the first SNRI approved in the US. FACT: In 2005, 
Effexor XR (extended release) carried a warning that it could cause homicidal ideation. In 2008 there were warnings 
issued about increased risk of bleeding especially when taken with drugs that prevent blood clots such as aspirin. In 
2008, the FDA ordered SSRI and SNRI antidepressant safety labeling to carry a risk warning of a potentially fatal adverse 
effect, neuroleptic malignant syndrome. 


1990s ¢ CLAIM: Antidepressants were safe and effective to take during pregnancy. FACT: In 2006, the FDA warned 

of the risk of a fatal lung condition in newborns whose mothers took SSRIs during pregnancy. In May 2008, Germany’s 
Federal Institute for Drugs and Medical Devices warned that paroxetine (Paxil) increased the risk of cardiac malformation 
in newborns when the mother took the drug during pregnancy. 


2002-2010 ¢ CLAIM: The antipsychotic drug Abilify was marketed as safe and effective, with fewer side effects than 
other antipsychotics. FACT: The drug causes diabetes and a potentially fatal heart-rhythm irregularity. 


2003-2005 ¢ CLAIM: Siraterra (atomoxetine), was safer to treat ADHD because of its non-stimulant effects. FACT: By 
2005, the FDA ordered a “boxed warning” on the drug because it increased the risk of suicidal thinking in children and 
adolescents, Between November 2002 and June 2005 Eli Lilly, the manufacturer, had received 350 reports of psychosis 
or mania, 900 reports of aggression and violent behavior and 400 reports of suicidality associated with the drug, which it 
withheld from authorities and the public.? 


2004-2009 © CLAIM: A new antidepressant, Cymbalta had fewer side effects than SSRIs. FACT: In 2005, the FDA 
warned about potential liver problems.* Cymbalta was also linked to increased suicidal thinking in adults.* In 2009 there 
were added warnings that Cymbalta could cause serotonin syndrome (excessive serotonin), the symptoms of which 
include restlessness, hallucinations, loss of coordination, fast heartbeat, rapid changes in blood pressure, increased body 
temperature, overactive reflexes, nausea, vomiting and diarrhea. 


2011 ¢ CLAIM: Antipsychotics are safe for children. FACT: A study showed the drugs caused “progressive brain volume 
reductions” (brain shrinkage). A leading researcher, who studied the long-term effects of the drugs, confessed that the 
“more drugs you have been given, the more brain tissue you lose.”
